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Reds Will Keep Cold 
War Hot During 1953, 
West Europe Believes

VIENNA (A*) — W estern Europe 
looked toward the new year and 
the E ast today with a general con­ 
viction that the Russians will hesi­ 
tate to m arch in 1953 but will keep 
the cold w ar hot. 
Many European statesm en, led 
by England’s history-wise Winston 
Churchill, believe the danger bf a 
shooting w ar has receded although 


inspiration and leadership in its 
troubled efforts to forge a unified 
defense community. There is much 
hope th at defense will take a new 
spurt forw ard after Jan. 20, even 
though Eisenhower m ay dem and 
Europe trim the fat t£ beef up its 
m uscles.

agree that, w hatever else the year 
brings, it will see no let-up in Rus 
the Kremlin still seeks Communist sia’s needling, probing and bully- 
-domination of all Europe. 
Against this, m ilitary men fear 
a recent speed-up in Russian and 
satellite m ilitary power. The gen-j 
orals, led by U. S. Gen. M atthew 
Ridgway, suprem e Allied com m an­ 
der in Europe, caution that the 
Soviets m ay be approaching the 
strength they need to overrun the 
continent at the sam e tim e that 
Europe relaxes in over-confidence. 
Crucial Days Ahead 
That confidence is based upon 
the improved unity of the West­ 
ern alliance. But crucial days lie 
ahead for the North Alantic com­ 
munity. The Soviets seek to create 
ne*w disagreem ents within the West. 
If unity is not preserved, fragile 
peace m ay crash into the abyss of 
atomic w ar.' 
After a period of uncertainty 
about future Am erican policy, Eu­ 
rope now looks to president-elect 
Eisenhower to provide new drive,

The only change in alignment of 
the ten major causes of death was 
in tuberculosis, 
which 
dropped 
to ninth place, and immaturity at 
birth, which moved 
into 
eighth 
place. 
A case of smallpox was report­ 
ed in Michigan for the first time 
since 1948, in a transient labor­ 
er. The disease was 
discovered, 
the patient isolated, 
and 
other 
workers in the camp were vacci­ 
nated in time to prevent any pos­ 
sibility of spreading. 
Increased Fluoridation 
Diptheria 
and 
tyhoid 
fever 
were at an all-tim e low in 
1952 
and whooping cough was at its 
lowest point in

years. Another year

pleted without a case of typhoid 
fever being traced to

It was safer than ever to have 
a baby in Michigan in 1952, the 
department notes.

In 1951, the maternal mor­ 
tality rate was 0.5 as compared to 
12.3 a half-century ago. The in­ 
fant mortality rate was 26.1

Fluoridation

New Life Opens 
To Doomed Man 


SEATTLE 
—A 20-year-old man 
who had been doomed to die within 
five years because of a malformed 
heart cherished today the greatest 
Christmas gift of all—that of a nor­ 
mal life. 
An unnamed Seattle surgeon and 
the sisters of charity of Providence 
were the donors. , 
A brother, a year younger, will 
undergo the same corrective sur­ 
gery in the near future, through 
the generosity of the surgeon and 
the sisters. 
It was just six weeks ago when 
Frank 
Gunderson 
of Thompson 
Falls, Mont., walked into the sur­ 
geon’s office. He had been sent 
by his hometown doctors, who said 
that 
without an operation young 
Gunderson had only four or five 
more years to live. 
In the youth’s pocket was his 
life savings of $140. Gently, the 
surgeon explained that repairing a 
heart artery which failed to close 
normally at birth was costly—far 
more than $140. 
But the surgeon told the Provi­ 
dence sisters of the case, and they 
agreed to donate the needed care 
at Providence Hospital here. The 
surgeon said there would be no 
charge for the operation. 
On Dec. 13, Frank’s abnormal 
artery was cut and the two ends 
were sewn shut in a delicate piece 
of surgery. The malformation is 
known technically as patent ductus 
arteriosus. 
Alfred 
Gunderson, 
19, has the 
same affliction. Their mother and 
another brother died of heart con­ 
ditions. The

is 
crippled 
with arthritis. 
Frank’s amazing recovery, the 
surgeon said, has meant he can 
expect to live a normal life, with 
possibly 40 to 50 years still ahead 
of him.

The death rate remained at the 
record low ol nine per 1,000 pop­ 
ulation tor the fourth consecutive 
year. 
Death Rate Falls 
The tuberculosis death rate fell 
to a new low, from 17.6 per 10.000 
population in 1951 to less titan' 13 
per 100.000 in 1952. 
The department said communi­ 
cable disease continued to decline, 
with the exception of syphilis and 
polio. 
The slight increase in -syphilis, 
the first increase since the peak 
year of 1946 when 
18.051 cases 
were reported, saw 7,000 cases re­ 
ported this year, a seven per cent 
increase from last year. 
Polio accounted for 3,900 eases, 
the most in history. 
It was the 
only serious communicable disease 
to become epidemic in the year. 
The department said heart di­ 
sease. cancer and apoplexy con­ 
tinued to be the leading causes of 


death, accounting for more than 
half .the deaths. 
One Smallpox Case 
Accidents were the fourth lead­ 
ing cause of deaths, followed by 
pneumonia, diabetes, arterioscler­ 
osis, imm aturity at birth, tubercu­ 
losis and nephritis. 
Tuberculosis fell to ninth place 
among the ten leading causes of

The law provides that the ser­ 
viceman may enlist in the Guard 
to reduce this term in the reserve 
forces because the National Guard, 
which is an active reserve com­ 
ponent of the U. S. 
Army,

benefit from the experience and 
abilities of these returning trained 
men. Captain Johnson stated. 
Vacancies exist now in the lo­ 
cal Guard unit for promotion of 
these men to senior non-commis­ 
sioned officers’ rating and also to 
commissioned officers grade, ac­ 
cording to the commander.

unit, the ex-servicemen will con­ 
tinue earning military pay and ac­ 
quire retirement benefits.

Federal Economy 


Scheme M erits Test

come 
up 
with 
a 
hard-headed plan for federal economy that 
might save American taxpayers more than 
a billion dollai s. 
It goes like tnis: in 
the 
many 
depart­ 
ments and agencies of the national govern­ 
m ent theie are tens of thousands of subdi­ 
visions. In these sub-units, the power to 
spend appropriated tunds from day to day 
lies in the hands of supervisors. Thus, in 
effect, these supervisors are the real m an­ 
agers of the governm ent's operating bud­ 
get, 
But since they have the power to spend, 
they also have the power to save. Their 
collective individual 
restraints, 
properly 
exercised, could considerably reduce 
the 
actual money outlays of the federal estab­ 
lishment. 
To encourage the supervisors to save it, 
would be necessary to give each of them 
his own working budget, with some sort 
of inducement not merely to live within 
it, but to cut it w herever he could. Right 
now only about 5 per cent of federal sup­ 
ervisors have their own budgets. 
Says Cram er of this idea: 
‘ A budget for the supervisor would put 
him on notice that saving is an im portant 
a m ajor part of his job, .iust like it is for 
every boss, forem an or supervisor in priv­ 
ate industry.” 
What this plan would do, plainly, is to 
take general governm ent 
economy 
goals 
from the upper adm inistrative strata down 
to the everyday working level, w here all 
organizational policies — government 
or 
private— are finally m ade or 
broken. 
It 
would place the responsibility of economi­ 
sing on the men and women who have the 
best chance to achieve it. 
The idea is so simple, has worked so 
well in many private industries, that the 
wonder is no one thought of it before. 
The public adm inistrators 
who 
have 
heard of it appear to consider 
it 
sound. 
Some legislators also have indicated their 
approval. Best of all, certain of General 
Eisenhower s advisers are said to be keenly 
aroused by the idea. If their study suggests 
the plan is feasible, the new adm inistra­ 
tion may snap it up as a fine way to make 
good part of its campaign promise of eco­ 
nomy. 
From this distince. the idea surely seems 
to have sufficient potential to merit 
full 
investigation and perhaps a healthy tryout 
in the budget foi the coming 1953-54 fiscal 
year.

Turning Point In 
Taftward Trend 


T F Senator Taft should win the majority 
leadership ol tho Senate in January, the 
political experts probably will 
mark 
the 
turning point as the day Senator Carlson 
of Kansas declared for him. 
Carlson is a close friend and political as­ 
sociate of General Eisenhower. He did not 
speak in the general’s behalf in supporting 
Taft. Indeed, he made clear Ike's intention 
to keep hands off the contest for the top 
Senate post. But he obviously spoke with 
the general’s knowledge and consent. 
That is the important fact. It suggests 
Eisenhower is willing to have Taft lead the 
Senate Republicans, may even prefer him 
to his chief rival, Senator Bridges of New 
Hampshire. 
When Taft sharply assailed Ike's choice 
of Martin Durkin to be Secretary of Laboi, 
many senators began shying away from the 
Ohioan for fear support of him would look 
like criticism of their new President. But 
Taft has since calmed down, having indi­ 
cated he wants no break with Eisenhower. 
So the trend toward Taft has taken on 
weight. Carlson’s move could be the key 
step. It may mean that Ike recognizes, as 
do most senators, that Taft has high quali­ 
fications as a leader and his 
guidance of 
any White House legislative program could 
be extrem ely vital to its ultim ate success.

ed to make—along the uphill path toward 
the goal set for us by 
the 
Man 
Whose 
birthday we now celebrate. 
Looking back over some 
other 
Christ- 
ma.'-es, I recall one seven years ago, when 
Jim mie Byrnes, then secretary 
of 
state, 
was in Moscow trying to straighten out oui 
first budding problems with Soviet Russia. 
Those were days of 
great 
hope. 
The 
American people had just finished a war 
which we thought was to end war, and 
we were full ot optimistic plans for peace. 
The problems with Russia, then no big­ 
ger than the shadow of a m an’s hand on 
the international horizon, didn’t worry us 
much. But Jimmie Byrnes’ mission to Mos­ 
cow ended in failure, and, 
shortly 
after 
that, the American people gradually began 
to realize that the world was going to be 
carved up into two camps—the Commun­ 
ist world and the free world—with most 
of our taxes, most of our effort, most of 
our diplomacy, most of our military re ­ 
serves devoted to holding the Communist 
world within bounds. 
Looking back on that Christmas seven 
years ago, America at that time was prob­ 
ably the most popular nation in the world. 
We were the rescuers of the w’orld. Even 
enemy peoples to some extent regarded 
us as their saviour. 


WHY WE ARE DISLIKED 
Today we are the most unpopular na­ 
tion in the world. 
We have done more for other people. We 
have given away more food, more m ateri­ 
al aid, more arms. Yet we are not popular. 
In some areas we are even hated. 
Why? 
I think there are three general reasons. 
Reason No, I Because we 
have 
given 
away material things without the human 
touch. There are some notable exceptions 
to this, which I shall note later. But in gen­ 
eral wre have failed to remember the truth 
of that old adage: “The gift without the 
giver is bare.-’ We have purchased protec­ 
tion against Communism wdth arms, but 
we havj? neglected the friendly hand that 
should go with it. 
Reason No 2. We have failed to include 
with our material gifts the idealism which 
v/e once stood for and which many still 
stand for. 
Though this nation was founded on the 
Declaration of Independence, we have fail­ 
ed to champion its principles in other parts 
of the world. The principle that all men 
are created free and equal simply does not 
exist in North Africa, the Near East, and 
many parts of Europe: and we have not 
required the rulers of these lands to adopt 
those democratic principles in return for 
our aid. 
Reason No. 3. We forget that most of the 
people of Europe genuinely want 
peace, 
and see cur arms program as bringing war. 


EUROPE HATES WAR 


When I interviewed G erm an youth last 
yea rin Berlin, it was all too plain that they 
were bitterly opposed to 
rearming 
G er­ 
many. T h e y deserted the Eastern zone of 
Gel m a n y because they don’t want to serve 
in the Red Army, and they don't want to 
serve in a Western army either. This feel­ 
ing is also true of French, 
British, 
and 
other European youth. 
For years the United States has preach­ 
ed the idea that arm s led to war. We have 
held disai moment conference 
after 
dis­ 
armament conference, beginning with the 
Washington arms conference of 19121, in an 
effort to put across this doctrine. And we 
can’t revel se our own 
preaching 
over­ 
night. 
Public opinion .just doesn’t go into 
re­ 
verse thai fast. 
We have to show that a united European 
army is one important step toward Euro­ 
pean unity, and that if Europe must have 
an arm y—as seems essential 
when 
next 
door to the Russian bear—then an army 
under one flag with French and Germans 
marching shoulder-to-shoulder is the best 
hope for unity and eventual peace. 
In brie!, we have to give the people of 
Europe new and more peaceful roads to 
the futiue. We have to give them hope. 
W hat we have given Europe instead is 
the idea that they are betwixt and between 
two powerful nations—the U. S. A. and the 
U. S. S. R —both building for war. When 
and it that war breaks, they 
see 
them ­ 
selves caught in the middle, their homes 
bombed again, their factories demolished, 
their future stopped dead. 
No wonder they don't want to get caught 
in the middle. No wonder they shy away 
from a big armam ent program.

dulai goiter. In such cases, the gland feels 
tough and iuegular. It can 
be 
enlarged 
lil.ewhe by cysts and other conditions. 
Even when enlarged the 
thyroid 
gland 
mat continue to function fairly satisfac­ 
torily. But sometimes the 
secretion 
be­ 
come*- excessive or abnormal and 
causes 
toxic symptoms Stated in another 
way, 
one can have a simple nodular 
goiter, 
a 
siutpU diffuse enlargement, a toxic nodu­ 
l e guile' or a toxic diffuse goiter 
The treatment Af a falter 
deuends 
on 


many factors which have to be analyzed 
in each case individually. Sometimes it is 
treated simply by watching the condition 
rather than by any active measures. 
Toxic goiter, either of the nodular type 
or the diffuse 
type, 
generally 
requires 
some definite treatment. 
Until 
recently 
the best treatm ent was almost always an 
operation, that is, removal of a consider­ 
able portion of the diseased thyroid tissue 
This wa« a highly successful procedure arid 
is still frequently advisable and done with 
success.

most European outpost of the West­ 
ern world, some top flight intelli­ 
gence men appraise the cold war 
outlook for 1953 as follows: 
Russia, rather than the West, 
controls the situation. It can take 
the initiative and make the West 
jump. What Russia will do may 
depend upon developments within 
the Western alliance. 
The West’s unity primarily is 
based on French-German relations 
and the planned contribution of 12 
German divisions to the European 
army. If this plan fails, the Atlan­ 
tic nations will have to scramble 
to put together a new defensive 
alliance. Russia will have gained 
an important victory without war. 
She will gain, too, if the West’s 
peace contract with Germany is 
not ratified, if the Schuman coal- 
steel pool plan fails, if France and 
Germany can’t solve their differ­ 
ences over the rich Saar Basin or if 
general unrest continues in North 
Africa. 
Berlin Blockade Poesible 
But if the peace and European 
Defense Community treaties are 
approved, if Europe’s economic 
recovery is speeded, if the situa­ 
tion in North Africa is nailed down, 
then, these intelligence men say, 
Russia has two choices for 1953: 
First, the Kremlin can set back 
its timetable for Communist dom­ 
ination of Europe but keep the 
cold war brewing. (This is the ex­ 
pectation of British 
intelligence 
which reportedly believes the cold 
war will last until 1957.) 
Alternatively, Joseph Stalin may 
consider that, in view of growing 
Western strength, it is time to take 
a calculated risk of war by a series 
of tough moves to strengthen Sov­ 
iet positions in Europe. One such 
move may be a new blockade of 
West Berlin. Or the Soviets may 
drop the Iron Curtain in strategic 
Austria. West German Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer believes West 
Germany could be attacked by 
Czechoslovak or Polish troops. 
Rearmament Continues 
Whether the Russians act for war 
or for doubtful peace, intelligence 
men say there is no doubt that: 
1. 
Russia will continue to rearm 
its East European satellites and 
modernize their armies, which even 
now have an estimated 1 ^ million 
men under arms. 
2. World communism will inten­ 
sify its world-wide “peace” cam­ 
paign. By this, the Soviets hope to 
relax more than 
ever Western 
efforts to rearm . Further cut-backs 
in rearm am ent might leave Europe 
open for a quick Soviet military 
adventure or for economic diffi­ 
culties that could bring a growth of 
communism. 
3. Communist agents will stimu­ 
late colonial unrest to drain the 
armies and economies of Britain, 
France and Holland. 
4. 
Russia will attem pt to end the 
strategic blockade of the Iron Cur­ 
tain countries by encouraging more 
East-West trade. 
5. The Kremlin and its puppets 
will try to win Yugoslavia back 
into the Eastern fold. Tito and his 
people are said to be unhappy be­ 
cause they feel they are second- 
class allies of the West. 


charted in broad outlines aboard 
the cruiser Helena—are still fluid 
and may continue so until, upon 
taking office, he gets a final look 
at all the Korean information and 
gets full authority. 
At the same time, there are 
some elements in the situation and 
some factors in Eisenhower’s and 
Dulles’ own thinking which clearly 
point to probable lines of action. 
Earlier 
this month the United 
Nations General Assembly had its 
Korean peace appeal to the Chi­ 
nese and North Korean regimes 
thrown back in its teeth. The Reds 
made clear they would only make 
peace on their own term s—that 
is, when and if the U. N. was 
willing to stop insisting upon vol­ 
untary repatriation of prisoners. 
The rejection had not been un­ 
expected. Two 
months 
ago the 
Truman administration had consid­ 
ered what to do in such a situation. 
The conclusion then—a conclusion 
certain to be laid before Eisen­ 
hower’s people—was that if the 
U. N. peace bid was spurned by 
the Reds, the U. N. itself ought 
to undertake some new action. 
The State Department feeling 
was that the minimum would ce 
for the U. S. to take the lead in 
seeking General Assembly enact­ 
ment of an economic blockade of 
Red China. Truman officials de­ 
cided not to pursue the m atter, 
largely because of the impending 
change of administrations. 
Both the 
general 
and Dulles 
argued during the campaign that 
U. S. forces, as the “first team ” 
of the free world military, should 
be disengaged from the Korean 
fighting as rapidly as possible and 
that this could be accomplished 
by expanding the training of South 
Koreans. 
Actually, the Truman adminis­ 
tration has had a large-scale pro­ 
gram producing hundreds of new 
Korean soldiers every week, but 
Eisenhower 
has 
intimated 
that 
more may be done. 
No Miracle 
Many lines of action are open to 
Eisenhower, if it is assumed he is 
not to work a miracle and bring 
a quick peace. 
What kind of a plan was laid 
before him by the former U. S. 
commander and U. N. chief of Ko­ 
rea, Gen. Douglas MacArthur, has 
not been disclosed, but the oppor­ 
tunities for action beyond the min­ 
imum lie in these possibilities: 
1. He could order an offensive 
to the narrow neck of the Korean 
peninsula. This would require more 
American divisions. 
The U. 
S. 
Army presently has 20 divisions of 
which eight* are in the Far East, 
seven in the U. S. and five in 
Europe. Seven is considered by 
military men the least number that 
the U. S. should have in its stra­ 
tegic reserve. It is understood that 
military leaders in Korea urged 
him to launch an offensive aimed 
at destroying the enemy and with 
the narrow neck of the peninsula 
as its probable geographical ob­ 
jective. 
2. An offensive up to the Man­ 
churian border of North Korea 
could be ordered, but apparently 
military men consider it undesir­ 
able because defense lines at that 
point could not be manned as eco­ 
nomically as at the neck. 
3. Opportunities for air action be­ 
yond the limits of Korea have long 
been debated. They cover possible 
bombing 
of 
targets 
just 
North 
of the Yalu River, bombing 
of 
China ports, and bombing of ma­ 
jor war centers and railways in 
ths 
interior. 
Speculation 
about 
these actions has normally pointed 
up the chances that if the United 
States engages in all-out bombing 
of Chinese targets it would find 
itself in a war with Red China. 
4. There has also been serious 
consideration of a naval blockade 
of Red China. That would entail 
a large - scale commitment 
of 
American naval and aircraft and 
would raise the question of Com­ 
munist retaliation. 
5. Eisenhower may be 
under 
some pressure to use the Chinese 
Nationalist troops in Korea. Chiang 
Kai-shek once offered to send a 
portion of his army from Formosa.
